2. The Commission shall imjuire into the facts and circumstances leading 
to the said firing and repot t whether, having regard to such facts and circum¬ 
stances, the firing was necessary and justified or was excessive. 

3. The headquarters of the Commission will be at Delhi. 

4. The Commission shall submit its report to the Central Government as 
soon as possible.
